SENATE. 
W ash in g to n, December ISth.—In the Senate the 
following bibs were reported fr. m committees and 
placed on the calendar : 
By Harrison— Providing civil government for 
Alaska. 
By Hoar -In regard to election of President and 
Vice President. 
Van Wick offered a resolution calling on the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior f<»r copies of the mortgage* 
given by the Texas Pacific Kail road on lands «ranted 
by the Act of March 3, IjcsI ; alto, to inform the 
Seuate of the names of railroad corpoiations claim­ 
ing lands not earned during the lifetime of the 
grant, together with tho number of acres claimed by 
each road. Agreed to. 
At the conclusion of the morning hour the Senate 
proceeded to ttie election of officers. 
On the division the choice for Secretary was within 
strict party lines, Mahone and Riddleberger voting 
with the Republ cans. General Anson G. McCook 
was chosen over L. Q. Washington. 
The remaining Republican nominees were then 
elected, and the Senate went into executive session. 
When the doors were reopened the Senate went 
into Committee of the Whole for the pnrpxse of 
continuing consideration of the new rules. 
Cameron of Wisconsin thought as several Sen 
afors were absent consideration of the new rules 
should be postponed, and moved an adjournment. 
Lost—22 to 27. 
The quest! >u pending was the adoption of the first 
of the uew rults, relating to the electidti of a Presi­ 
dent pro tempore, and hia right, in case of his ab­ 
sence, to name a substitute, who would perform the 
duties tif the Unair for three days. 
A motion of Garland for a division was agreed to, 
so as to permit the first two clauses, which were not 
objected to, to be voted upon Separately. 
On the questi »n of adding the third clause, which 
gives the Vice-President power of substitution, a 
debate arose. 
Ihiy.ar i stated that he bail not been a! le to dis­ 
charge hi* mind of grave objections existing ia re­ 
gañí to this clause, owing to the complication* 
which might ensue in case of the death of the Presi­ 
dent and Vice President. He thought it placed the 
question of Presidential succession in a very danger­ 
ous position. This is a matter in which it will not 
do to say the wtight of argument rests on one side 
or the other. It should be placed in such a position 
that there is absolutely no doubt about it, and he 
could not see that the arguments advanced by those 
who favored it were at ail satisfactory. 
Jones, of Flo? ida, and Blair thought it dangerous 
to clothe the President pro tern {Hire with such 
power. 
Maxey remarked that this proposed clause was a 
change in the rule which had been in force sixty 
years, and was practically a departure from that 
theory, w hich he defended . for it was only meant to 
fit a temporary necessity. While, under the con­ 
struction now held, if time could be made the three 
days could be extended to thirty days. He opposed 
the provision. 
Frye, who reported the clause as Chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, said he coulu not see how by 
any possibility the rule could touch the question of 
Presidential suecessi »n, nor how it raised a consti­ 
tutional question. There being no Yice-Presid* nt of 
the United States, ami the President pro tempore of 
the Senate being necessarily the presiding officer for 
the next two years, the question is whether in case 
of a day’s sickness, or a day or two’s absence, the 
United States Senate can transact business without 
bti1 g compelled to oust him ifomthe place U» which 
it ha* elected him. Under the rule standing now , if 
the presiding officer is too sick to come to the Sen­ 
ate, it oblige*, under the Chaimianst ip of the Sec­ 
retary, tho Senate to elect a new President pro 
tempore, and that President pro tempore will be 
clothed with all the powers which, under the Con­ 
stitution, is attached te other officers. 
Bayard stated that the Constitution provides that 
the presiding officer of the Senate shall be Vice­ 
President, and if the Vice-President is absent it can­ 
not nominate, but must elect one man, and if the 
Vice-President comes back the next day the Senator 
who temporarily presided goes out of office ipse 
facto. On 4*.ie occasion the President wa* in doubt 
whether the fact that Henry Wilson was in the gal­ 
lery, and so within the walls, did not vacve the 
President pro tempore maue by hia absence the day 
before. 
Frye pointed out that in the House of Represent­ 
ative* the Speaker has power to appoint a snhsti 
tute for a period of ten «lays, and it never has been 
objected to.

Assuming that the killing of McLaugh­ 
lin by Cox was in self-defense, as nine of the 
Coroner’s jury say, then it rests upon the 
fact that Cox denied, in McLaughlin’s 
presence, that he had “ killed him like a 
dog 
that he did not act as a murderer, 
and that McLaughlin was armed as Cox 
charged. 
The testimony may have been 
sufficient tJ that effect to satisfy a jury, 
but even if it had uot been it is improbable 
that Cox would have been charged with 
murder, just as it is improbable that he 
will be convicted eventually. 
The Coro­ 
ner’s jury was ready to seize upon even 
the slightest pretext to justify the act of 
Cox. 
There is a growing and dangerous 
tendency on the part of juries of all grades 
to arbitrarily pass judgment. 
They know 
that they cannct be punished for their a c t; 
that for the moment they are supreme ; 
that to them, in a final trial, everything is 
committed, and they are vested with a 
power not subject to review. These things 
tend to lessen the value of a jury oath—it 
is chexpenéd by the power it has. So, ver­ 
dicts are becoming more and more the re­ 
sult of prejudice and sympathy whenever 
the character of the trial arouses the one 
or the other ; and to the student of hu­ 
manity it is apparent that it is impos­ 
sible to counteract the tendency by legis­ 
lative effort or judicial rigor. The remedy 
resides in a higher standard of morality ; 
in a profounder conviction of the duties of 
citizenship, and in a deeper 6ense of the 
obligations of the trier. 
But the source 
of the liw is in the people. 
Behind form­ 
ulated constitutions they stand. 
Back of 
law in a free government is the vital force 
which is found only in the will of the 
ruled. They make lxwa through the agency 
of a representative system, but a mightier 
system, a more subtle agency, unmakes 
them—and hence we have dead-latter laws, 
submission to the vicUtion of law, the re­ 
fusal to sanction the enforcement of stat­ 
utes, the cocl disregard of legal obliga­ 
tions. 
Free government is, after all, a 
matter of human trust-—the people very 
often refuse to trust the laws they make, 
and rudely restore the dtl (gated power to 
their own trusteeship. 
It is not to be de­ 
nied that public sympathy in the Me. 
Langhlin-Cox case is with the killer. 
Few 
voices are raised in his condemnation. 
There is throughout the communities of 
the State cn undercurrent of approval of 
his act. 
“ Long worsted in a legal strug­ 
gle with a mau of much means, beaten 
from post to pillar and deprived of hia due, 
this man, if guT y, simply took the law 
into bisown hands, and avenged his wrongs 
in the blood of his oppressor, and, how­ 
ever guilty, we do not blame him.” 
This 
is a brief formulvtion of what very many 
men think and say of Cox. 
We need not 
panse to anaLxo this dangerous sentiment, 
nor point to its vicious tendency—it is 
obvious to the dullest intell'genee. 
But 
It testifies to the fact that men very often 
feel that they have no need of lane to rule 
over them. 
They fly in the face of Plato's 
statement of the great truth that no man 
born is ao d.v.nely gifted that he can nat­ 
urally apprehend the truth so as to have 
no need for law to guide or control him ; 
that “ maakind must have laws and con­ 
form to them, cr life will be as bad as that 
of 
the 
most 
savage 
beast.” 
A 
trial jury may dcclire Cox guiltless ; 
may find that indeed he had reason to fear 
for hia life from an assault by McLiughlin ; 
but if thcso points are not established we 
still shall not be surprised to see Cox ac­ 
quitted just the .«am-, alihough bis finan­ 
cial difticul'.ied came upon him, it is clear, 
from the 
fanl y nature of a contract 
against which, it 
is 
alleged, 
business 
prudence w ool! have guarded 
a 
fair­ 
ly 
cautious mam 
His lick of 
discre­ 
tion iu this respect was his misfortune. 
But we are net considering his gmlt or his 
innocence of the crime of which he stands 
charged, but of the more im poitint ques­ 
tion as tv whether, if ho did indeed murder 
McLaughlin, puM.c sentiment justifies him 
and why it docs en. 
It justifies him, if at 
all, becaurc he was onfoitunat9 and poor, 
and by the processes of the law, 
supple­ 
menting bis alleged card -seness in contract­ 
ing by which an undue advantage was 
given against him. 
This measure of sym ­ 
pathy and judgment between men by the 
public is being more and more r> cognized, 
becoming more tcL ralle in public thought, 
and it suggests the quest on, how long will 
it be before it become* a standard that will 
fake on the form of enactment, if not by 


legislative means, by that equally certain 
method, popular expression? 
A class of 
social philosophers find in this tendency 
an. omen of good ; but to our view no 
looseness of law can have good results. 
I.ocse ideas of justice muBt have a direct 
tendency to corrupt and divert the stream 
of justice. 
Looseness in the popular idea 
really betokens low grade sentiments of 
honesty, moral degeneration and diver* 
gence from the civilizing influences of firm 
administration of law. 
Carelessness re­ 
garding the taking of human life, the sub­ 
stitution of sentiment for moral standards, 
the displacement of law by prejudice and 
sympathy, can have but one result—the 
destruction of free government.

F R A U D U L E N T 
PRACTICES. 


The State Vitieultural Association has 
appointed a committee to devise and secure 
legislation to stop fraudulent bottling aud 
selling of California wines under foreign 
labels. 
The task that committee has be­ 
fore it is herculean. 
Very few attempts to 
check imposition upon the consumer in the 
matter of his food and drink have met with 
success. 
If adulteration cannot be pre­ 
vented, how can the viticulturists hope to 
wholly check piracy of the kind of which 
they complain. 
The falsification of wines 
is a serious e v il; but even in France, with 
a strong governmental arm to enforce the 
law, and an official laboratjry to expose 
the frauds, very little progress has been 
made. 
The falsifiers and pirates actually 
organized against the effort, held public 
meetings, and bullied the Government. 
They carried their fight into politics, and 
invaded the Chambers, holding, that de­ 
spite the cold logic of the exposures, the 
laws against them were harsh and unneces­ 
sary. 
So far as has since been learned the 
pirates have not been Beriously harmed, 
and but a very light check lias been placed 
upon them. 
We cannot conceive of any 
complete method by which the shipments 
of California wine, to be returned un­ 
der foreign labels, is to be prevented. 
If 
not, how much less can we expect the total 
suppression of home piracy. 
It has been 
proposed as a remedy that all wines sold 
in this country under foreign labels shall 
bear a stamp representing the full amount 
of import duty paid. 
In this suggestion 
there is pith, and if Congrees agrees to it, 
something will probably be accomplished, 
but we do not look for a full measure of 
protection of the public even by this 
method. 


T E E 
IN D U ST R IA L 
SCHOOL. 


Another investigation is going on in re­ 
paid tj the Industrial School at San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is full time that the institution 
named should be abolished. 
It is a mere 
school for crime—a stench in the public 
nostrils. 
It never has accomplished suffi­ 
cient good t o compensate for the evil of its 
existence. 
The money laid out upon the 
Industrial School in the last past tin or 
fifteen years has been worse than wasted. 
The inmates of the institution have had 
placed upon them a brand fuliy as shame­ 
ful as that which penitent ary life affixes.

N EW C A STLE 
ORANGES. 


Dr. Joseph M. Frey, of Newcastle, called 
at the R e c o b d - U n io n office yesterday and 
exhibited a number of large and beautiful 
oranges, grown on his Placer county farm. 
They were of the variety known as the Med­ 
ite rracesn Sweet. 
Several of the oranges 
measured thirteen inches in circumference, 
while none were less than ten. The doctor’s 
place has an altitude of 1,000 feet. HeBays that 
on account of the absence of cold, damp 
fogs, oranges ripen in Placer connty fully 
two months before they do at Los Angeles 
or at points on or near the coast. On ac­ 
count of the hot, dry summer, the fruit has 
a better flavor and is much sweeter. The 
thermometer can fall below the freezing 
point withont the trees suffering damage 
from frost. 
He accounts for this from the 
fact that it is a dry cold, the atmosphere not 
beiog charged with moisture. The soil in the 
neighborhood cf Newcastle is hilly, and in 
places very rocky. 
A few years ago it went 
begging in the market at $2 50 an acre, while 
now the poorest land sells readily at from 
$25 to $30. The soil seems to be peculiarly 
adapted to the raising of all kinds of fruits 
and berries. The grapes raised in that neigh­ 
borhood attain a fine growth, are very sweet, 
and all find ready sale in the market 
for table use. The doctor a few days since 
picked 2,300 oranges from ten young trees. 
The fruit is of a beautiful golden color and 
entirely free from scale and other insect pests. 
The St. Michael, a thin-skined orange that 
attains an average size of eight inches in cir­ 
cumference, thrives well, and the trees annu­ 
ally produce an abundance of fruit. 
The 
doctor says that Newcastle berries of all 
kinds are in the San Francisco market every 
year several weeks in advance of all others, 
and throughout the season, on account of their 
superior size, appearance and flavor, bring 
the highest market price. 
The samo fruit 
belt extends into El Dorado county, and the 
chaparral hills, once thought worthless for 
horticultural purposes, promise within a few 
years to be among the most remunerative 
lands in the State. The coat of clearing and 
cultivating is small, and the returns per acre, 
he claims, in excess of that of any other 
land on the continent. 
The appearance of 
the beautiful orange groves, with their ever­ 
green foilage contrasted with the golden yel­ 
low of the large and toothsome fruit, is a rare 
treat to the eyes of the tourist who emerges 
only a few miles distaut from the eternal 
snows of the Sierra Nevadae, after having 
ridden for days through the sandy sagebrush 
deserts of Nevada and Utah.

Sergeant Barwick flays the barometer 
along the Pacific slope, from Olympia to San 
Francisco, is in an unsettled condition ; that 
is, it rises and falls rapidly, which shows an 
unsettled state of the weather, ae though 
there was something on its way to this coast 
from the bosom of the wide Pacific. The ob. 
servers at Portland and Roaeburg reported a 
foul weather sunBet last night, which, accord­ 
ing to their judgment when the sun went 
down yesterday evening, he left behind him 
evidence of rain to-day (19th) at their partic­ 
ular stations. If the weather is in an unset­ 
tled condition from Portland south to Roee- 
burg, then there may be some show of this 
foul weather reaching iuto northern and cen­ 
tral California. The cirrus clouds that have 
beeu floating in the air for a day or two past 
are an evidence of a disturbance somewhere 
to the northwest, probably out in the ocean 
as yet, and may be on its way to the south­ 
east. If so, we would very likely be in the 
path of disturbance.
